REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 was amended to include the limitation that the probe pin cleaning device 
comprises a vertical guide including a vertically-oriented elongated slot and the first holding 
plate is slidably and pivotally engaged with the elongated slot. The first holding plate is pivoted 
about the vertical guide to be placed in alignment with the cleaning cartridge. The closest prior 
art of record, Masahiko (JP 2002177895) teaches a probe pin cleaner with a first plate (48) that is 
moved vertically into contact with a cleaning cartridge (24) via a vertically orientated height 
adjustment bolt (56). The device of Masahiko however fails to teach that the means for adjusting 
the first plate vertically comprises a vertical guide with an elongated slot about which the first 
holding plate is pivotally and slidably engaged with. Further, the first holding plate of Masahiko 
is not pivoted about a vertical guide to be placed in alignment with the cleaning cartridge. 

For the reasons listed above, the application is free from the prior art.
